The Right Thing at 
the Wrong Time. 


The Government is, of course, 
justified in commandeering butter 
for the supply of Great Britain 
and the Allies, but it would have 
been better, in the interests both 
of Canada and the Allies, had the 
course been taken a few weeks) 
earlier. The summer is the season 
in which the production of butter 
can be readily expanded to meet | 
an abnormal demand. In the win- | 
ter season production is necessar- 
ily restricted, and cannot be read- 
ily enlarged however pressing the | 
demand may be. 

The commandeering of this large 
amount of butter in the summer 
would have meant that the pro- 
duction of butter would have been 
correspondingly increased. It is| 
impossible that during the winter 
months production should be in- 
creased sufficiently to meet this} 
large extra order, and the supply 
remaining for consumption in Can- 
ada must be correspondingly _re- 
stricted. Government measures 
should be adapted to the end of 
increasing production. The present 
measure is taken under circum- | 
stances which involve an increase 
of hardship to the public with no 
compensating gain to the Allies. 

The excuse can scarcely be made 
that the need was not foreseen. 
The British food control depart- 
ment knew months ago what was 
the butter prospect for the coming 
winter. The Canadian authorities 
should have found out, and acted 
then. 


Class Two? 

The most effective reply the 
Canadian Government could make 
to Berlin’s appeal for an armistice 


would be to call up Class 2 under 
the Military Service Act. Class 1 


must be pretty well exhaused, as it 
was found expedient months ago 
to cancel the exemption papers of 
farmers. The wastage of men is 
very great at present, and is likely 
to continue as the offensive is car- 
ried forward and as the useless- 
ness of trying to trick the Allies 
into a premature peace makes it- 
self clear to the enemy. 

It is not to be ignored that the 
‘‘offer’’ of peace by the Kaiser 
will have a reflex influence in 
Germany. He will be able to re- 
present that the Allies have refus- 
ed to end the war, and that they 
insist on carrying hostilities into 
Germany and imposing all the at- 
tendant horrors upon the Father- 
land. Appealed to in that way it is 
only to be expected that they will 
rally for the most desperate kind 
of struggle next summer; and this 
is the time to prepare to put forces 
into the field sufficient to over- 
come their resistance and carry 
the war to a victorious conclusion. 

The Military Service Act makes 
provision for the conscription of 
men up to 45 years of age. Hither- 
to it has been applied only to men 
in the first class. If Canada is to 
be in at the finish as strong as it 
has been in the past, the provisions 
of the Act will have to be used to 
secure recruits from the classes 
hitherto excused from service, If 
inen in the next class in order were 
called out this fall and trained | 
during the winter, they would be 
ready for the spring offensive.

er sphere, is a supporter of the 
Stewart government on the merits 
of its policy and on the record of 
the men who compose it. Mr, 
Gaetz’ record is that of a man to 
tie to. Taking an intelligent in- 
terest in public affairs, there nev- 
er was any hesitation or uncer- 
tainty as to his stand on any ques- 
tion, and selfish motives never in- 
fluenced his action. 

Mr. Galbraith is a newspaper 
man who has been a resident of 
Red Deer for a number of years. 
He is a reputable citizen and con- 
ducts a good newspaper. He pro- 
fessed Liberal principles up to 
the date of the campaign for union 
government. He then beeame a 
Unionist in federal polities and 
assisted through his paper in fas- 
tening on the country the present 
system of government by order-in- 
council, with all the breaches of 
faith and the arbitrary and un- 
just administration that has fol- 
lowed it, as naturally and neces- 
sarily as night follows day. 
Galbraith’s support of the Union 
Government at the last election is 
a matter entirely apart from pro- 
vincial politics, has nothing 
do with the representation of Red 
Deer in the local Legislature—or 
should not have. But Mr. Gal- 
braith has seen fit to drag the 
question into the local contest. He 
offers himself as a Unionist party 
candidate. There is no Unionist 
party in the Legislature, nor any 
movement, so far as known, look- 
ing to the establishment of such a 
party. In seeking election to the 
Legislature as a Unionist, Mr. 
Galbraith is projecting federal is- 
sues into the provincial field. 
Something that, if it could be done, 
might be greatly to the advantage 
of the Union Government at “Ot- 
tawa, but could not under any 
possible circumstances be to the 
advantage of the Province of Al 
berta in administration of its pro- 
vineial affairs. Mr. Galbraith’s 
position is that he seeks election to 
serve the Union Government at 
Ottawa rather than to represent 
the people of Red Deer in the Al- 
berta Legislature. ‘‘A man can- 
not serve two masters.”’

Alex Trepoff, Head of Russian 
Government in 1916, Dead 


Stockholm, Oct, 9—Alexander Fe- 
dorvitech Trepoff, former premier of 
Russia, has been shot, according to 
advices from Petrograd 

Alexander F. Trepoff was born 54 
years ago, From his childhood he 


was destined for the army, and in this 
profession he remained until he had 
reached the age of 27, when he re- 
signed to take “ place in the ministry 
of interior. In 1897 he became con- 
nected with the state chancellorship 
and two years later was assistant sec- 
retary of the imperial council, When 
the Duma was formed, in 1895, M. 
Trepoff was a member of a special 
commission created for the purpose 
of layine the foundation for that 
body. In 1907 he was appointed sen- 
ator. Emperor Nicholas appointed 
him to the imperial council in 1914 
and in 1916 he became premier. From 
this office he resigned on January 9, 
1917. M. Trepoff was responsible for 
the erreat railroad building program 
which was begun three years ago and 
interrupted by the revolution
